of burn wounds. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to add silver to the method 
claims of US '250 and method to achieve the beneficial effect of making a treatment of 
burn wounds in view of McKnight et al. The patented claims encompass the scope of 
the active agents claimed in the instant claims. 
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Claims 62, 89, 90 are objected to because of the following informalities: In line 3 
of the claims, "sebacic acid" is a monomer rather than a polymer. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 48 
lines 10-16, polycyanoacrylates is misspelled, "isobutyl based" is indefinite, and sebacic 
acid, 2-hydroxyethyl methacrylate, 1,3-bis (carboxyphenoxy)propane, vinyl isopropyl 
styrene and vinyl pyrrolidine refer to monomers rather than polymers, 

Appropriate correction is required.
